Revue Prepares 
For Presentation 
On Wed. Mar. J3 

Turn of Century 
Saw Forerunner 
Of Coming Event 



The Red and White Revue of 1946 
will be presented at Moyse Hall on 
the nights of March 13th; 14th. 15th, 
and 16th. Wednesday to Saturday, 
with a matinee on Saturday, March 
16th, it was announced last night. 

This Is the first Revue to be 
staged since 1840, as wartime re- 
strictions during the Intervening 
years caused, the 'abandonment of 
McGill's annual stage production. 
This is also the nineteenth edition 
of the Revue, the first edition being 
put on at His Majesty's Theatre in 
1000, under the title of ."McGIll 
Theatre Night". 

The' show was then discontinued 
until 1924. and from that year un- 
til 1930, when the Revue was pre- 
sented at Moyse Hall, the produc- 
tion alternated between His 
Majesty's and the St. Denis Theatre. 
Ever since the 1930 edition, the Re- 
vue has been stagied at Moyse Hall. 

The Revue of 1940, the last, pre- 
sentation, only ran for three nights 
with a matinee; however it was 
decided to stage an extra show 
this year. In the old days the Re- 
vue used to run for a full week, 
liut now that the budget has been 
restricted, and due to the shortage 
of materials, it hù been cut down 
to five perf romances. . 

A change of policy has been 
adopted by the Directors this year. 
In the past the Revue consisted of 
a number of skits and acts, set 
to a musical background; however 
this year's show will have a coor- 
dinated plot, and will be divided 
up Into three Acts. There will stiU 
be the original music, and the var- 
ious dances and routines as pre- 
sented by the chorus and the di- 
verse soloists. 

The Board of Directors stated 
last night that the Red and White 
Revue of 1946 will be worthy of 
the high standard set by past edi- 
tions. In fact it is predicted to be 
one of the best Revues ever to be 
staged on this campus.

I'm happy to have the opportunity 
of saying hello to my friends in 
First^ Year Engineering and at tiie 
sanie' time introducing myself io 
thé students I do not already know, 

Not having any political experi- 
ence, I am not familiar with the 
method of making pre-election 
promises which arc quickly for- 
gotten or evaded after elections.;! 
wish, therefore, to state a number 
of problems existing at Dawsoin 
which I am prepared to work on 
In order that the situation may be 
improved. They are as follows: 

1. Edncstional: Engineering lib- 
rary facilities are, I feel, not ade- 
quate and require a supplementaôr 
to à considerable degree. More 
equipment for demonstration pur- 
poses is needed for a clear imder- 
standlng of some subjects. This Is 
partciularly true of physics. 
2. Recreational: Dewson at the 
present time operates as a place 
for weekday day students. There is 
no residential college, and I feel 
that the recreational facilities 
should be available over weekends. 
In particular, the canteen and 
bowling alleys should be in use 
for the people who do not wish to 
go drlnidng lb St Johns or visiting 
the ghrl friends In Montreal Books 
and reading material are needed 
in the' recreational hut (No. 23) 
which at present has none. 

3. General: "There is no real sys- 
tem for the delivery of telegrams 
and important messages as is evi- 
denced by the fact that at least 
one telegram which arrived in 
January has not yet been deliv- 
ered other than by hearsay. Facili-. 
tics for handling parcels and postal 
notes,_etc.',_ are 'needed at Dawson. 
A regtilar'post' office is required. 
The most convenient place- for all 
sutdents is to have this where the 
present temporary post office is. 

In conclusion, I am prepared 'to 
work on and for anything that will 
improve the lot of the engineer in 
particular at .Dawson in general. 
I ask for your approval of the 
above by supporting my nomination 
this Friday. ' . .

The 
successor so appointed shall hold 
office until the end of the fiscal 
year.

That "Science is your -Business" 
will be pointed out by Dr. R. H. 
Wright, Professor of Physical Chem- 
istry of the University of New 
Brunswick, at a public lecture in 
Montreal High School on Saturday, 
February 23. The lecture is the 
fourth in Science Forum, a' series 
of popul^ , lectures on science 
sponsored by the Montreal Branch 
of the. Canadian Association of 
Scientific Workers. 

pr.'ï^'.Wrlght was recently the 
speaker on a series of coast-to-coast 
talks on scientific subjects. Broad- 
east under the titles "Science < is 
your Business" and "Let's Talk It 
Over", these talks were intended to 
bring to the non-scientific listener 
a greater understanding of the 
meaning and applications of science 

Born in Vancouver, B.C., Dr. 
Wright obtained his schooling in 
that city, continuing bis studies at 
the University of British Columbia, 
and later at McGllL Some years 
ago ,he received an appointment at 
the University of New Brunswick, 
where he is at present carrying on 
his work. He is the author of many 
scientific papers on' Physical Chem- 
istry. 

In 1036, Dr. Wright went as a 
member of the Canadian delcgation 
to the Yoscmite Conference of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations.

Both Arts and Science 
and Engineering faculties have can> 
celled lectures between 4 and 5 to- 
day. 

Dean J. J. O'Neill, head of Mc- 
Gill's Engineering faculty has stat- 
ed that none of the lectures in En- 
gineering which are regularly giv- 
en on Wednesday afternoon at 4 
will be held today. Students in tho 
faculty will then be able to be at 
the meeting when it is called to 
order at an hour ordinarily given 
to lectures. 

Dean Cyrus MacMlIlan has an- 
nounced, In a message to Tho 
Daily, that all lectures in the Fac- 
ulty of Arts and Science scheduled 
for today between 4 and 5 p.m. 
have been cancelled. This measure 
was taken to enable as many stud- 
ents In that faculty to attend this 
meeting. 

MEETING EARLIER 
By calling the meeting an hour 
earlier than those of Febraary 7 
and 13, it is hoped that the dis. 
cussion will not be prolonged into 
the evening. 

This is the third meeting called 
on the subject of constitutional 
changes. Like the. .previous two 
assemblies, its .agenda J includes a 
proposal to enlarge .the quorum 
necessary to conduct a meeting of 
the Society, to increase the dis- 
cipllnary powers of the Students' 
Executive Council, and to Instltuto 
more Council control over the Mc- 
GIll Daily. •

last Wednesday, the sub-amend- 
ments to Article VIII, which speci- 
fies the number of students neces- 
sary to constitute a quorum, had 
been defeated.

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It Is Up to Us Agun 

Today the Students' Society will test its 
right of existence. Tlio moves to cancel lectures 
in tlic Arts, Science and Engineering Faculties 
and tlic School of Commerce, and to change the 
time of the meeting to allow a greater amount 
of business to be dealt with before the usual 
supper "recess" have removed the last valid 
excuses of those who claimed inability to at- 
tend past meetings. It is now clearly up to the 
students to show enough interest in their So- 
ciety to qualify its claim for existence. 

The importance of the meeting has been 
realized by the Faculty, a fact which is evident 
by their cooperation with the President in call- 
ing the meeting. If the students realize what is 
really meant by self-government, and are aware 
of their part in it, they will surely be at the 
meeting today. Unless there is this realization, 
tliere is no justification for nt least this branch 
of student-government on this campus, and those 
who advocàtc that the Students* Execiitivc 
Council should deal with all the phases of stu- 
dent affairs, are quite justified in their, asser- 
tion that mass meetings arc impracticable and 
useless. 

Needless to say, with this realization of tho 
requirements of student-government comes not 
only the need for student representation at the 
meeting:, but also the absolute necessity of or- 
derly democratic behaviour. 

The Faculty, and particularly the Deans of 
the Faculties of Arts and Science and Engineer- 
ing are to be thanked for their realization, of 
our problems. It is to be hoped that we will bo 
able to prove to them that their confidence in 
us has not been misplaced. ^ 

At the last meeting a lot of time was wasted 
in useless argumenta. This week, it is to be 
hoped, all the business in hand will be settled, 
for we cannot possibly expect either a repeated 
cancellation of lectures for our meetings, or 
continued student interest over a period of four 
or five weeks, if we are going to spend three 
hours each meeting discussing one or possibly 
two points. It' seems evident, therefore that the 
entire constitution of the Students' Society must 
be ratified and amended today. Students will 
therefore have to limit their debates as much 
as 'possible, this ensuring the continuation of 
the Students' Society meetings as a regular de- 
mocratio function of this University. 

The most important decision before tho 
meeting today will be the question of the 
quorum. It will be up to the meeting today to 
decide how many suidents will in future be 
considered the voice of McGill. Although tho 
Council may be the official body to handle 
business of student activities, and although wo 
have a President to look after matters of im- 
mediate representation, the decisions of the 
Students' Society are, according to our consti- 
tution, final in respect to student affaira and 
expressions of student opinion. 

It will bo well for students to remember, 
that their opinions will be represented "offi- 
cially" by today's meeting, regardless of the 
individual's attendance; for wc may be sure 
lhat 100 stiuicnts nt least will turn out. Tims, 
in order to avoid misrepresentation it is there- 
fore of the greatest importance that ^11 of us 
turn up and take an active patt in conducting 
the affairs, of our Society. — 0. W. 



Joyce ond Proust- 

It has become popular in certain quarters to 

decry the writing of the 20lh century as not com- 
paring to the quality of the writing of yore; the 
100 best books used as a -basis in many .academic 
Institutions stop, I believe, with Tolstoy's "War and 
Peace." Nevertheless I believe that our century has 
already produced two collosal masterpieces that they 
may well take the rest of the century before they 
become publicly digested. Theie are, as mentioned 
in a previous column, Marcel Proust's "A La 
Recherche du Temps Perdu," and James Joyce's 
"Ullyses." 

From the 19th Century we inherited an economic 
system wherein overproduction and underconsump- 
tion was the distinguishing feature; from that cen- 
tury wc Inherited a physical world wherein the 
present didn't exist, was simply ■ line between yes- 
terday and tomorrow: and wc also got a world 
where. the woman was an ornament and a social 
prude, while the family was part ot an orthodox 
religious structure. But early in the 20th Century the 
first step towards equalization was made with the 
Russian Revolution; the first step towards creating 
a living "now" was made with Einstein's considera- 
tion of the Time factor iii his Theory of Relativity; 
and the first step towards the psychological libera- 
tion of the individual from the neuroses and self- 
delusive fictions, that had been his for so many 
centuries, resulted from the popularization of Freud 
and his co-workers' researches. 

And mirroring' these changes in their Ideational 
implications came the works ol Joyce and Proust 
In them were revealed many of the newest Insights 
of psychology and anthropology, as well as the Im- 
plications of the newer physics then rising to under- 
standing. And even more so, the struggle of these 
new ideas in the face of the status quo and the 
ancient regime was pictured with forceful clear- 
ness. 

Furthermore, since this was the only life, each 
moment was a perishable monument to one's wast- 
ing away, and so sonje way of protracting lite In 
intensity to be devised. Proust showed how to pro- 
long the experiencing moment until it seemed so 
full that it was richly overwhelming. Joyce showed 
how to give each moment so much meaning that one 
was immersed In a symphony of activity, emanating 
waves dlrecUy and in under-and-overtones from 
one's actions. 

Joyce and Proust, both, surgically cut open the 
values of the present and turned away from them. 
The fact that they couldn't escape them to build 
on a new foundation only showed us tho hold that 
being conditioned to a particular cultural compulsive 
has over a person's Intelligent will to break away. 

Proust gave us a man of the lower middle class 
who thought the aristocracy had the nobility and 
dignity worthy of a man. This man slowly clamb- 
ered up the ladder, using little beside his personality 
to do so. seeing in each level only the similarity of 
what he hated on his own plane, and finally com- 
ing out on top, to find only a more surfeited and 
decadent group. The man then goes back to lay 
stress on the values he can build up out of his own 
environnient t 

Joyce gave us the conflict of the artist In an 
àUen world: a man on a voyage of discovery of his 
past and his present and his possibilities; a man 
making a reckoning of his abiliUes and fallings. 

Proust kept himself aUvé by dope in order to 
finish the most tenuous pièce of writing Fva ever 
come across. Open the work anywhère.'read a page, 
and the smoothness and interest-gripping fascination 
are there. Joyce used all of .the score or so languages 
and culture at his commahd' to multiply the rlch- 
neEs of his work, and thereby gave the English 
language enough impetus to carry it past the % mil- 
lion mark. A dictionary of his neologisqu is now 
in preparation, and the example of the freedom and 
style In his manner of composition and grammar Is 
becoming a liberating' factor on all the languages 
of the world. 

But what is pehaps the greatest quality of these 
two works is the fact that the more background one 
has oneseU In the realm of civilization, the greater 
the enjoyment derived. Olielr depth is the equal of 
almost anything else I've read, but they require the 
participation of tho reader to sound it and explore 
it and recreate it. The Twentieth Century has al- 
ready in its first halt produced great achievements 
in science: their counterpart in art is, happily 
enough, also available. ^

At the past two meetings 
at ho time were there more than 
500 present (except possibly- for 
the first few minutes of the first 
mectinR), Thus it is not a ques- 
tion of what percentage of the in- 
terested students constitutes the 
quorum, but a question of what 
number of students actually attend 
the meeting. 

I put it to the students ot McGill 
to decide how they should vote on 
such an amendment Even if the 
meetings are such failures as some 
people claim, this is no reason to 
constitutionally deny the students 
of McGill the democratic right of 
having meetings of their own 
society. 

We have other motions to discuss 
and vote upon and we have had 
two meetings already without 
achieving a great deaL So let us 
defeat, this amendment for a 
quorum of 500 and pass on to the 
other business on the agenda.

All-English Program 
Given at Hermitage 

■Marked by originality, the Little 
Symphony under the baton ot Ber- 
nard Nayior presented an all-Eng- 
lish program at the Hermitage last 

night. Soloist with the orchestra 
was the soprano Frances James 
who appeared in Dies Natalls (The 
Birthday), Cantata for Soprano 
and String Orchestra, by Gerald 
Find. 

This Cantata, written in 163D is 
a most melodic work. In Its presen 
tation last night this was no song 
with an orchestral background or 
an orchestral work with soprano 
solos. The two factors, voice and 
strings were tued as. are the differ 
ent parts of an orchestra, as build' 
ing blocks in the construction of a 
piece of music.

A drunken military deserter, a 
Lesbian and an Infanticide coagul- 
ate in Hell to form the spokesman 
of Philosopher Jean-Paul Sartre's 
drama, "Huls Clos" (Closed Doors). 
Agnostic Sartre has become the talk 
of Parisian literary circles. A povcl- 
Ist, essayist and playwright, he is 
the exponent of the doctrine known 
as "Existentialism", a movement 
that is at present appealing to 
French University Students, youth- 
ful eccentric .Bohemians, intellect- 
uals and long-haired caricatures. 
This party has as it gospel, Sartre's 
lengthy (700 page) book, "L'Etre et 
le Néant" (Being and Nothingness), 
which he completed in 1934. 

Existentialism was established 
over 100 years ago when a Danish 
theologian and reveller. Kierke- 
gaard questioned the possibility of 
human existence. His conclusion 
was, that man existed simultan- 
eously on two incompatable planes. 
— time and eternity — leaving him 
in a constant state ot tension. In 
time, he does not exist as an in- 
dividual but merely as part of soc- 
iety. In eternity, it Is only the in- 
dividual, completely divorced from 
humanity that exists. However, 
Kierkegaard concluded that human 
existence is possible it one believes 
in God. For in God, time and 
eternity arc one. Sartre borrowed 
Kiergaard's concept, ejected God," 
....since there is no communica- 
tion between Him andTuj!,..." he 
says, "....Man is responsible solely 
to himself". 

Why the doctrorine of this form- 
er professor ot philosophy has made 
Sartre France's most discussed 
writer is debatable. Perhaps it is 
the tonic so necessary for youth in 
war-torn frustrated Europe, help' 
Ing them to find a rational vlndl 
cation for individual life and creat 
Ive effort Already this embryo has 
shown signs of spreading in foreign 
places. Recently, Sartre lectured at 
Yale, Harvard and Princeton. His 
"Huis-Clos" has been performed in 
London, ^gland — as well as in 
MontreaL, This unvarnished one act
